ing. th at she believed the crisis 
safely past.

Degennes and Dr. Hsitx-Boyer. 
W ith tho 
confession of pessi­ 
mism on the part of the marshal s 
doctors, it has become -known th a t 
their optimistic reports over the 
past three weeks have often been 
just for publication In the French 
newspapers.

Now they are nationally known as 
breeders of Duroe Jerseys, whoso 
Great Colonel and Golden Gleam 
were proclaimed world champion 
hogs, and whose herd is one of tho 
outstanding in the nation. 
Their 
pigs have been shipped to 
every 
nt&te and to South 
America and 
Africa. 
“Healthy hogs can’t lose mon.y.'* 
the McKees insist, “because 
they 
produce pork efficiently and 
be­ 
cause the swme and feed or grain 
markets always are on a favorable 
level over a period of time.’* 
They condemn the breder

and suffers moneta»y loss from in* 
ftotions and diseases.
